Engineering reports L. Errera as de- 


scribing in Terre et Ciel a very simple 
method of prodaoing rain, not of water, 
but of alcohol, and the winds which ac- 
company its formation. A glass cylinder 
about 8 inches high and 4 inches in 
diamotor is half filled with alcohol of 
03 per cent; the cylinder being covered 
with an ordinary china saucer and slow- 
ly heated in a water bath, so that the 
whole becomes warm without beginning 
to boil. The vessel is then taken out of 
the bath and placed on a table, when 
vapors soon begin to condense on the 
saucer, clouds form and tiny regular 
drops fall down in vertical lines into 
the alcohol. The drops have an average 
diameter of forty or fifty millionths of 
a millimeter, but vary in size, the rain 
continuing for lialf an hour. The upper 
part soon clears, and the condensation 
takes place some distance below the 
saucer. As one side of the cylinder will 
not rarely be a littio colder than tho 
other, ascending currents can often be 
noticed on the one side, descending on 
the other. If the warm part is cooled, 
the"currents change direction.

It has been offered 
assistance from many quarters and if 
It can maintain its position against the 
Moslem hordes for a few weeks thou- 
sand* of volunteers from various parts 
of the United States will reach its 
shores to Join the army. 


The Greek* are patriotic and bat- 


talions of them are leaving Boston, 
New York, Chicago and other cities to 
join their countrymen in the field. 
Those who cannot go to the front are 
contributing liberally to the fund to 
pay the expense* of the volunteers and 
those of the latter who can afford to 
do *o are paying their own expenses. 


In Europe the principal governments 


seem to uphold Turkey while the 
masses of the people deeply sympathize 
with Greece. Italian war vessels fire 
upon tha insurgents in Crete to protect 
the Torts, while Italian volunteers 
have left home to join the Greeks. Tho 
governments of France and England 
keep Teasels in the Mediteranean to 
blockade Crete and prevent Greek 
ship* from supplying the insurgents 
with arm* and ammunition, while the 
people of England and France are mak 
Ing demonetratlona in favor of the 
Greek*. 
Thus Europe presents the 


anomaly ot governments in favor o" 
Turkey while the people, who comprisi 
tbeee governments, express the strong 
eat eympatby for Greece.

Spn, aud after his right elbow had been 
shattered by a French bullet in the as- 
sault at Tenerife he manifested the ut- 
most courage, refusing to be taken to 
the nearest ship lest the, sight of hia in- 
jury should alarm the wife pf ft fellow 
officer whose own f ate was uncertain. 


When his own ship was reached, he 


cliinbed up its side without assistance, 
saying: 
"Tell the surgeon to make haste and 


get his instruments. I know I must lose 
my right arm, so the sooner it is off the 
better." 
" "Efe underwent the amputation," so 
says a private letter of one of his mid- 
shipmen, "with the same firmness and 
courage that have always marked his 
character." 
And yet so painfully was Nelson 


affected by the coldness of the operator's 
knife that when next going into action 
at the famous battle of the Nile he pave 
standing orders to his surgeons that hot 
water should always-be kept in readi- 
ness during an engagement, so that if 
another operation should be required he 
might at least have the poor comfort of 
leing cut with warm instruments.
